ARMS HAD A TRANSVERSE WELD WHICH CREATES A HEAT RISER AND CAUSE
THE TRAILING ARMS TO CRACK.

Consequence:

THIS COULD CREATE ROUGH DRIVING CONDITIONS AND DAMAGE TO REAR

Effective October 21, 2004, a manufacturer must provide an estimated dealer notification
date as well as an owner notification date (month/day/year) when submitting a
defect/noncompliance report (Part 573.6).

I have reviewed your proposed owner letter and it does not meet the requirements of Part 577.

On the fifth paragraph, end of the sentence, a risk needs to be added, i.e., “...a driver of the
motorhome could possibly lose control of the motorhome and a crash may occur without prior
notice.”

Copies of all notices, bulletins, dealer notifications, and other communications that relate to this
recall, including a copy of the final owner notification letter and any subsequent owner follow-up
notification letter(s), are to be submitted to this office no later than 5 days after they are
originally sent (if they are sent to more than one manufacturer, distributor, dealer, or
purchaser/owner).

As stated in Part 573.7, submission of the first of six consecutive quarterly status reports is
required within one month after the close of the calendar quarter in which notification to
purchasers occurs. As stated in your report, the recall is expected to begin on June 2005.
Therefore, the first quarterly report will be due by July 30, 2005.
